In today's recipe column, Mrs. McCoy discloses one of 
her favorite recipes.

DATE COFFEE CAKE
Vi cup shortening
V4 cup sugar
Vi tsp. vanilla
1 egg
I'/z cups flour
Vi tsp. salt
1V4 tsp. baking powder
Va cup milk

Cream shortening, sugar and vanilla. Add egg. Add 
dry ingredients alternately with milk. Spread half of the 
batter in a greased pan and cover with date filling then 
add remaining batter. Bake at 350 degrees for 45 minutes.

DATE FILLING 
Vi cup brown sugar 
1 tbsp, flour 
1 tbsp. cinnamon 
Vi cup melted butter 
Vi cup chopped dates

Mix all ingredients together. Ice coffee cake with 
powdered sugar and warm milk icing. Top with nuts.
